We realize that Hon. William Jen- 
nings Bryan l* a great, good and hon- 
est inan and that he i* a born states- 
man and leader, but as he has been 
honored with the nomination for the 
presidency twice and beaten the last 
time worse than the first, wo do not 
think he should be made the standurd 
bearer again, even if ho seeks the 
nomination, which we believe he will 
not do. This grand country of ours is 
too large and material too plentiful to 
give one man all the honors and we 
hope and believe that the next four 
years will bring to the front a states- 
man upon whoa, democrats of all kinds 
can unite and elect. The INTERIOR 
JOURNAL gave Mr. Bryan the best in 
its shop in 189*1 and again this year and 
will cheerfully support hitn four years 
hence if the party thinks him the best 
and most available man, but to a man 
up a tree It does not look at present 
writing like such a decision is proba- 
ble. 

The Louisville Times in its usually 
terse and comprehensive manner thus 
disposes of a foolish question that has 
been raised: The gabble about pulling 
off in Kentucky next year an election 
for lieutenant governor has nothing in 
precedent, law or reason to support it. 
Many of the States have not and never 
had a lieutenant governor. It is a mere 
fifth wheel to a wagon, and we shall 
run along until 190.1 without such su- 
perfluity.
